CONANT TELLS 
WHY HE BELIEVES 
IN PURGATORY 


Evangelistic Services Will Be 
Brought to a Close 
Sunday 


“Why 1 Believe in Purgatory” was 
the striking subject discussed at the 
revival meeting at the First Baptist 
[Chureh on Friday night. 

“Every one who believes that we 
must be purged of our sing before 
we can ever get to heaven, must be 
lieve in purgatory, 

Conant, the evange 

fare to be purged of our sins, there 
‘must not only be a time when, but a 
lace where that purging takes place, 
Jand wherever we are purged of our 
sins, that place is purgatory. 

‘As to where that place is, there ar 
sharp difference of opinion. Also at 
to what is the element of purgat 
and as to the conditions on which one! 
may be purged. So the only safe thing! 
to-do, when we have divided opinions, 


At this point the evangelist read 
Jand explained a number of passages 
[which he had selected from a Roman 
[Catholic Bible “These passages,” said 

indicate that Christ 
Jeame to this earth to take away our 
ins, that in doing 40 He was made 
tin in our stead, and that He died 
as though He hid committed our sins, 
dying in our stead. The cross where 
He died, therefore, is the place where| 
sin was settled for eternally, and s0 
tin the place where we may reeiv 
th purging of our sins. So purgators 
in at the foot of the cross of the son 
‘ot God, to which we come when we 
repent of our sins and ask His for- 
sivoness. Purgatory is not at the end 
fof life or after death, but at the very 
beginning of our Christian fe. We go 
through purgatory and are purged of 
four sins at the moment we ‘become 
Christinns. 

“As to the clement of purgation, 
there it alto a difference of opinion. 
But the Bible tay itis the shed blood 
fof Christ. “For the blood of Jesus! 
Christ, His Son, purges us from all 
sin And it is from all sin and not 
from some of it, And after we sur- 
render to Christ and become His, the 
blood keeps on cleansing us all the 
time, and itis from all sin, so that 
there is none to be cleansed from us) 
after we die. 

“And yet Cardinal Gibbons wrote’ 
that purgatory is a place of tempor- 
lary punishment allotted for those| 
‘who have not satisfied the Justice of 
[God for sins alrendy forgiven.” That 
‘would be ax though 1 should pay: a 
fine for a poor man in the police 
court, and then after the fine was en-| 
tirely” piid, the court would. compel 
him to suffer in jail three days for 
sins already forgiven. If any police 
officer on earth would commit that 
Injuntiee, he would be put out of of- 
fice at once. And we can't Imagine 
[God's doing a thing we would impeach 
a human being for doing. 

“But God sever does that. When} 
Christ died on the cross for us, He! 
ied for all of our sins: And when we 
faccept Him, we accept release from 
the punishment of all of them, and 
there is no suffering after death for 
[anything we have done on earth, for 
[Christ has already answered that 
seore for the whole world forever. 
[The only sin we can commit nov that 

vil bring us punishment aCter death|

[already done for us. We cannot have 
the benefit of what Christ did for 
us on the cross, and reject Chest at 
the same time.”
